There is an ordinance which provides that no 
person shall fire or explode in the City of Chi- 
cago any cannon, gun, fowling-piege, pistol, 
squib, crackers, or other things containing pow- 
der or other combustible or explosive material 
without permission from the Common Council 
or the written permission of the Mayor. The 
lgtter official, after considering the provisions of 
the ordinance, had decided, like a prudent and 
wise Mayor, to strictly enforce it, but, before he 
had time to announce his decision, the Council 
gave its permission in the following resolution : 

Resolved, That permission be and is hereby given to 
use ordinary fireworks on the coming Fourth of July, 
1274, in all our public parks, and in open spaces of 
land remote from buildings and combustible material. 

This is a resolution which grants unlimited 
permission to every one to fire, burn, and ex- 
plode combustible materiai at will, and it virtu- 


Pally makes every one the judge of what consti- 


tutes a space remote from buildings. In other 
words, it opens all the streets, alleys, and lanes 
of the city for the purposes of fire on the Fourth 
of July.. At the time this resolution was passed, 
the Council was engaged in raising salaries and 
increasing taxes. By the passage of this incen- 
diary resolution they have now offered a premium 
for a general conflagration. If the city escapes 
it, it will not be due to the Council. If it does 
not, the people of this city will have stil] further 
occasion to remember the burdens imposed up- 
on them by the present City Government.

Gov. Talbot, ef Massachusetts, has vetoed the 
License bill recently passed by the Legislature, 
the veto message being read to that body on 
the 27th of June.

BLAINE AS A PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 
No little gossip relative to the Presidential 
succession has been started by the nomination 
of Eugone Hale, of Maine, for the position of 
Postmaster-General,—and all to the advantage 
of Speaker Blaine. For Mr, Blaine is now in 
that attitude where he needs, most of all, to be 
talked about; and, while there is no probability 
that Gen, Grant nomiuated Mr. Hale in order to 
make things easy for Blaine in the next National 
Republican Convention, or that Mr. Blaine had 
any ageney in procuring the appointment, which 
has now been declined, still, anything which 
causes him (Blaine) to be talked about, is 
greatly to his advantage at this time. Mr. 
Blaine is not a man of positive etrevgth out- 
side of bis own State,—that is, he does not 
lay hold on the masses of the party,—nev- 
ertheless he is favorably regarded by the local 
leaders in other States far and near, and he 
needs only to be ** trotted out to make a very 
good impression. Brilliant, versatile, athletic, 
endowed with that admixture of audacity and 
finesse for which the present Premier of Great 
Britain is distinguished, and possessing withal 
much social fascination, he is just the sort of 
man to captivate those lesser politicians who be- 
lieve, with good reason, that the Republican 
party has too lovg presented its hinder parts to 
the public; and that it is time now to turn around 
its face. Moreover, the fact that he is burdened 
with no convictions of a political sort applicable 
vo the present time, commends him still more 
strongly to this class. Of course, Mr. Blaine is 
a sincere Republican, and when we speak of 
his lack of convictions we place him merely on 
the same sand bank where most of his col- 
leagues have been stranded b. the subsidence 
of the great anti-slavery wave. Furthermore, 
he is ever on the alert to keep the party oat of 
mischief,—at least that kind of mischief that 
would do it harm, and his reputation in this way 
He has thus 
come to be looked on as a safe man, His posi- 
tion as Speaker has kept him out of small 
squabbles, and his duties in that office have 
been discharged successfully in a party sense. 
These things are known to the patty leaders, 
and it is only necessary to get the masses of the 
party to wagging their tongues over his real 
merits to make him a very formidable com- 
petitor for the next nomination. Since the 
slaughter of Morton by the Presideat’s veto of 
the inflation bill, Mr. Blaine has no dangerous 


rival inside the party, unless Grant himself 


may be considered such.

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THE ROPRIATIONS. 

The Commor Council on Tuesday, about mid- 
night, passed the annual appropriation ordi- 
nance. The Mayor had no alternative but to 
sign it or defeat the whole year’s appropriations. 
This is an old trick, and a disgraceful one. 

The Council added nearly $100,000 to the ap- 
propriations recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee. The principal fight was oper a com- 
bination for maiu sewers on the outskirts of the 
city, To offset the large addition made by this 
job, the appropriations for street-cleaning and 
other matters were cut down.

A tax of 17 mills is, therefore, unavoidable. 
The additions made by the Common Council 
were equivalent to an increase of the tax of 6 
third of one mill. Had the Common Council 
made no additions to the appropriations, a tax 
of 15 mills would not have sufficed, and there 
would have been another large deficiency. Noth- 
ing is gained by having a deficiency. The fail- 
ure of the Council to levy s tax equal to the 
production of the needed revenue has hitherto 
sadly embarrassed the city. A large portion of 
the floating debt of the city is the result of in- 
adequate taxation to meet the authorized ex- 
penditure, thereby occasioning an annually in- 
creasing deficiency. 

We have not included in this statement the ap- 
propriation of $600,000 out of the building fund 
for the new Court-Honse. In fact, that fund ex- 
ists only in name. It is substantially ia the 
hands of the late City Treasurer, and ia by no 
means available. No draft on that fund can be 
honored for a long tim’ to come. Moreover, the 
appropriation, even if the money were on hand, 
could not be used this year. There are no pla 
adopted for the Court-House,—and we hope w 
not be for a year or two,—and no money can be 
expended on that work, supposing the money 
were now on hand, for at least a year to come. 
To show how municipal expenditures grow, and 
how the-tax levy for 1874 will compare with last 
year’s, we reproduce the statement of the valua- 
tion and tax income for several years:

In 1868 for the first time there was an approxi- 
mation to real values in the city assessment. The 
reader will, however, readily see in the compara- 
tive expenditures of 1864 and of 1874 the vast 
growth of the city in the intervening ten years.

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RAILROAD. | 

We publish this morning a letter written by 
order of the Executive Committee of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company, 
by its Vice-President and General Supemntend- 
ent, to Gov. Carpenter, of Iowa, expressing the 
views of the Directors of the Company concern- 
ing the act establishing maximum rates of 
charges for the transportation of freight and 
passengers on the railroads doing busitiess in 
that State. The law referred to was passed at 
the last session of the General Assembly of 
that State. The object of the letter is to show 
that the road cannot be operated under the 
schedule of rates fixed for it and other roads 
belonging to the same class by the act 
just mentioned; that to compel’ the 
Company to run ther roads at the 
rates required by that act would be 
to deprive it of the means of paying its bonded 
indebtedness or a dividend to its stockholders, 
and virtually to confiscate its prosperity, Tt is 
claimed, in the letter, that the rates are not 
such as the bill itself contemplates, nor such as 
the Legislature intended to fix, viz.: reasonable 
rates. The complaint made in the letter is sub- 
stantially the same as that made by the Wis- 
consin companies. But here the resemblance 
ceases, for the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Company intends to try the experiment 
of operating so much of its road as lies in lowa 
in secordance with the law for atime: it for no 
other purpose, to demonstrate that it is impossi- 
ble to continue to do so. It bas accordingly 
prepared a schedule ef rates in accordance with 
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the law, to which it intends to adhere, for a while 
at least. | 
Railway companies operating roads in Iowa 
are, by the new law, not permitted to charge 
over 90 per cent of the rates fixed thereby as 
maxima, The new legal rates are between 30 


and 40 per cent lower than those which the Com- 


pany has been charging. 
The law divides all railroads in the State of 
Iowa into classes in accordance with their gross 
earnings within the State mile; all roads 
with a gross annual earning of $4,000 or more 
per mile to belong to the first, or Class “A.” 
The gross earnings of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Road were, for the year 
ending Deo. 31, 1873, $5,571.65 | 
mile, which fixes it in Class “A.” 
The first table published in Mr. Riddle's letter 
shows that, since the date of the organization of 
the Company, the rates charged per mile, both 
for persons and property, have steadily dimin- 
ished as the number of tons. of freight and of 
persons carried have increased. These figures, 
however, are deceptive. Absolutely there has 
been a diminution in the rates of fare and freight 
as the amount of property er the number of 
passengers increased, but relatively there has 
been a vast increase. If an increase in the num- 
ber of passengers carried warrants any deduc- 
tion at all, when the number carried has doubled, 
the rate received by the Company per pas- 
sepger for a mile ‘should show a very 
perceptible diminution. But the table produc- 
ed by the road shows that when, in 1867, 


| the number of passengers carried one mile was 


22,701,661, the amount charged per passenger 
per mile, in cents, was 4.357. For the year end- 
ing March 31. 1874, the number of passengers 
carried one mile was 49,186,817, and the amount 
per passenger per mile, in cents, was 3.394. 
Thus, while the number of passengers became 
about 2 times greater, the cost of carriage per 
passenger per mile diminished only in the ratio of 
about 6 to 5. Again; whereas for the year end- 
ing March 31, 1867, the number of tons carried 
one mile was 79,565,902.40, and the amount re- 
ceived per ton per mile, in cents, was 3.05, the 
amount charged per mile per ton for the year 
ending March 31. 1874, was 2.07 cents, and the 
number of tons carried one mile was 249,523,401. 
That is, while the number of tons carried one 


mile increased in the ratio of 4 to 1, the cost | 
per mile decreased only in the ratio of about 16 


to 1. We thing that. investigation would show 
that the decrease per head might have been 
greater, as well as the deerease per ton, not- 
withstanding the heavy expenses incurred to 
increase the comfort, speed, and safety of 
transportation. 

It does not follow from this, however, that 
the Railroad Company has no good ground of 
complaint in the premises. The most that can be 
said of the argument it bases apon the table in 


question is, that the Executive Committee of the 


Company have not reasoned very cogently in 
ope instance. They make astronger point when 


they say that last year the Chicago & South- 
western Railway Company did not earn enough 
to pay its operating expenses, and suggest that 
the new law would, at the end of this year, 
leave them in even a worse condition than they 
were at the end of last. And so again when 
they point out that the discrimination between 
the railroads of the State of Iowa is based, not 
on the character or future prospects of the road, 
nor on the amount of their earnings, the valua- 
tion of their property, uor even on the cost of 
operation as compared with their gross earn- 
ings. They show good“reason, too, why the 
rates of fare and freight in Iowa should be 
greater than in Illinois, although those prescribed 
by the new law are substantially the same as 
those prescribed by the Railroad Commissioners 
of this State. Nor can their argument against 
a cast-iron schedule be well refuted. 

The Company intends, however, to obey the 
law for the present,—being moved thereto, un- 
doubtedly, by the fact that its officers filed a 
written aggrement to obey such laws at the time 
its land-grant was voted by the Iowa Legisla- 
ture. They will obey the law, so far as Iowa is 
concerned, but will endeavor to make up the 
deficit thus created by increasing the rates 
applicable to inter-State commerce. This, they 
say, they will be compelled to do in order to in- 
sure the payment of interest on their bonded 
indebtedness and of reasonable dividends, 


Dr. Hammond, of New York, seems to bave 
determined some important facts in regard to 
that terrible and hitherto inscrutable disease 
called bydrophobia.

Dr. Hammond thinks he could trace 
the poison from the wound inflicted by the dog 
to the medulla; but no :eason is given why it 
should concentrate there. May it not be that 
this point, where the nervous system of the en- 
tire body is ‘connected with the brain, is the 
most intensely sensitive and endowed with more 
vitality than any other? The smallest puncture 
here kills the largest aoimal, as butchers well 
know ; and caruiverous animals seize their prey 
by the neck, as nearthe head as possible, for 
this, doubtless, among other reasons. The 
other fact apparently determiued by this 
case is that rabies may be produced in man by 
the bite of a dog not rabid itself. It is said that 
the dog that bit Mr. McCormick has been posi- 
tively identified, and shows no signs of the dis- 
ease that ite bite produced. Such cases have 
been heard of before. If this be a fact, it will 
doubtless soon be confirmed by other members 
of the medical profession. It will still be an 
open question, however, whether the disease is 
not a product of the imagination of the person 
bitten, for it is dificult to perceive how it can be

Modification of the Injunction in 
the Grab-Law Case.

The injunction granted Tuesday in thd case of 
Farwell vs. Miller, reported Tuesday, was modi- 
fied by Judge Williams vesterday morning, so as 
to prohibit the collection of 7 milis on the dollar 
of the State tax, instead of 9 mills on the dollar 
as asked.

During the war, while in the feld, my func- 
tions as commander of all the armies was never 
impaired, but were facilitated in all essential 
matters by the Administration and by the War 
Department. Now, however, that the war is 
over, and | have brought my headquarters to 
this. city, I find my present position embarrass- 
ing, atid, I think, out of piace. I have been 
intending, or did intend, to make the beginuing 
of the new yearthe time to bring this matter 
before you, with the view of asking to have the 
old condition of affairs restoréd ; but from diffi- 
dence about mentioning the matter, have post- 
poned it until now. In a few words I 
will state what I conceive to be my du- 
ties and my place, and ask respect- 
fully to be restored to them aad it. The 
entire Adjutant-General’s office should be under 
the entire contro! of the Geneia)-in-Chief of the 
Army. No ordere should go to the army dr the 
Adjutant-General except through the General- 
in-Chief ; such as require the action of the Presi- 
dent would be laid before the Secretary of War, 
whose actions would be regarded a- these of the 
President. In short, in my opinion, the Gene- 
ral-in-Chief stands between the President and 
the army in all official matters, and the Secre- 
tary of War is between the army, through the 
General-in-Chief, and the President. I can very 
well conceive, thata rule so long disregarded 
could pot, or would not, be restored without the 
subject being presented, and I now do s0, re- 
spectfully, for your consideration.

What the Superintendent of Piym- 
/-@uth Church sunday-School Says. 
From the New York Herald, June 29, 

The genial Superintendent of the Plymouth 
Sunday-school was very communicative, and evi- 
gently may be taken as the pulse of the congre-. 
gation. His opinions are those of the whole 
Piymouth people, and his faith in Mr. Beecher is

Herald Representative—Mr. Raymond, was 
there any special meeting on Friday night?

~~ QUSTER’S EXPEDITION. 


Allegations that It Is in Violation of the 
Fort Laramie Treaty of 1868. 


And that à War Is to Be Inaugurated 
Without Authority or Pressing 
Necessity. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicaao Tribune. 
Sr. Paul, Minn., June 29, 1874. 

Your correspondent, through representations 
made to him bySioux Indians domiciled in this 
State, having been induced to send you a dis- 
patch on Saturday denouncing Custer’s Black 
Hills expedition as violative of a solemn treaty, 
unauthorized by Congress, disapproved by all 
friends of the Indiaos, and actuated by un- 
worthy motives, thinks it proper to supplement 
his dispatch with a fuller statement of the facts 
brought to his attention, and of the opinions 
and ¢urmises conveyed by a mass of private cor- 
respondence whicn has been submitted to his in- 
spection. 


THE TREATY. 

In 1868 a treaty was coucluded with all the 
Sioux bands, which was signed, on tbe part of 
the United States, by Gens. William T. Sber- 
man, William 8. Harney, Alfred H. Terry, and 
C. C. Augur, and by Mesers. J. B. Henderson, 
Nathaniel G. Taylor, John B. Sanbora, and Sam- 
uel F, Tappan. An interpreter, writing in the 
Mme of one of the principai Chiefs of the so- 
called hostile Sioux, says that, if either of these 
gentlemen will say Cugter's proposed expedition 
18 not a violation of 01 treaty, he and his band 
will not oppose it. 

Ait, 2 of said treaty reads: 

The United States agrees that the following district 
of .ount.y, to-wit, Va.: © mmencing on the eust bank 
of the Missouri biver, wuere tue 46th parauel of north 
latitude crosses the same; thence slong low-water 
mark, down said east bank, to a point opposite where 
the northern line of the State of Ne strikes the 
river; thence west across said river, and along the 
northern line of Nebraska, to the lwéth degree of 
longitude west from Greenwich; thence north on said 
meridian toa point where the 46th parallel of north 
latitude intercepts the same; thence due east, along 
said parallel, to the place of. begivning; and, in 
addition thereto, ali existing reservations on the 
east bunk of said river, —- hall be, and the same 
is, set apart for the absolute and . undis- 
turbed use and occupation of the Indians herein 
named, and fer sueh other friendly tribes or in- 
dividual Indians as from time to time they may be will- 
ing, with the consent of the United States, to admit 
amongst them; and the United States now solemnly 
agrees that no persons, except those herein designated 
and authorized so to do, and except such oificers, 
agents, and employes of the Government as may be 
authorized to enter upon Indian reservations in dis- 
charge of duties enjoined by law, shall ever be per- 
mitted to pass over, settie upon, or reside ip the ter- 
ritory described in this article, or in such territory as 
may be added to this reservation for the use of said 
Indians, and henceforth they will, and do hereby, re- 
linguish all claims or right in apd to any portion of 
the United States or Territories, except such as is em- 
braced within the limits aforesaid, and except as here- 
inafter provided, 

In Art. 11, the Sioux, surrendering the terri- 
tory outside the reservation made by the treaty, 
“yet reserve the right to hunt ou any lands 
north of the North Platte and on the Republican 
Fork of the Smoky Hill River, so loug as the 
buffalo may range thereon in such numbers as 
to justify the chase.” The Indians further 
agree: 

2. That they will permit the veaceful construction of 
any rah oa not passing over their reservation as 
herein defined. : 

6. „ lie But, should such roads or other works be 
constructed on the lands of their reservation, the Gov- 
ernment will pay the tribe whatever amount of dam- 
ages may be assessed by three disinterested Commis- 
sioners, to be appointed by the President for that pur- 
pose,—one of said Commissioners to bes Chief or 
H-adman ef the tribe, 

Art. 16 reads : 

The United States hereby agrees and stipulates that 
the country north of the North Piatte River, and east 
of the summits of the Big Horn Mountains, ebal! be 
held and considered to be unceded Indian territory; 
and also stipulates and agrees that no white 
person or persons shall be permitted to set- 
tle. upon or occupy. any portion of the 
same, or, without consent of the Indians frst had and 
obtained, to pass through the same; and it is further 
agreed by the Unitéd States that, within ninety days 
after the conclusion of peace with all the bands of the 
Sioux nation, the military poste now established in the 
territory in this article named shall be abandoned, and 
that the rond leading t) them, and by them to the set- 
tlements im the Territory of Montana, shall be closed 

The whole treaty is alike in reserving the 
country for exclusive use of the Indians, and 
guaranteeing that it should not be occupied by 
the whites, er visited by them except om consent 
of the Indians. The explanations made to the 
Indians, aud the language of the treaty, both ex- 
clude such an expedision as that of Custer’s, as 
well as any private exploration of, the country. 
It is also expressly provided in the treaty that uo 
future cession of any part of the Sioux territory 
beld in common shall be valid except made by 
th:ee-fourths of all the adult mae interested. 

UNAUTHORIZED BY CONGRESS. 

On the part of the Indiaos,—and within their 
knowledge,—the fact is cited, that, although | 
Congress bas been in session f months siuce | 
the Custer expedition was determined upon, it 
was not in avy manver suffered to be brought 
tu the attention of, that bidy. No appropriation | 
was asked for it ;/it is fitted out by the War De- 
partment without other authority than is derived | 
fiom the discretion usually allowed that Depart- 
ment; its prétended scientific aud other peace- 
able. purposes are only to be omplished by 
the aid of/ voluntary scientists, engineers, and 
experts; and its formidable force and armament 
are evidences that ite leader, and the officiais 
who authorize it, in fact regaxd the expedition 
as a WAr-movement, 

/ NO EXCUSE FOR WAR. . 

Of the 8,000 or more able-bi died men in the 
Sigux nation, within the Sioux territory, less 
than 500, it is claimed, have in any manner wo- 
lated the treaty of peace. The treaty maxes 


the payment of the damages they have occa- 
sioned, without resort to war. While the major 
part of the Sioux have strictly observed the 
treaty, the Government has not always been able 
to prevent its violation by Whites; and much of 
the apparent hostility of the Indians has been 
made to appear by musrepresentation of their 
defense of their rights and territory against rob- 
bers and desperadoes on the soutn and west, 
and against crazy gold-Lunters from Montana. 
Fully 2,000 of the Sioux warriors are quietly 
settled upon the farming reservations; some 
are in the employ of the Government (including 
a part of Custer’s company of scouts); and not 
more than 5,000 will assemble to dispute Custer’s 
advance. But not one of the 3,000 peaceable 
men of the nation can be found Who does not 
feel that he is wronged by the expedition, and 
tbat the time when the whole nation may be civ- 
ilized is to be long postpoued by its ijurious 
effects.

The expedition was placed in camp on the 19th 
inst., in order to accustom the horses to the

The expedition consists of ten com es of 
the Seventh Cavalry, five of which will be under 
the immediate command of Gen Custer, and five 
under the command of Gen. Forsythe, of Gen.

L. H. Sanger; a battery of 
three Gatling guns and one Rodman, commanded 
by Fust Lieut, Josiah Chance; a detachment of 
United States Engineers, under Col. Ludlow, 
8 Indian scouts, commanded by Legt. 

A iace. 

Gen. Custer issued Order No. 1 on Friday, on 
assuming command of the expedition, aud an- 
pounced the following staff appointments, viz. : 
Lieut. Calhoun, Acting Assistant Adjutant- 
General; Capt. A. E, Smith, Quartermaster ; 
Assistant Surgeon, J. W. Williams, Chief Medi- 
cal Officer. Dr. Williams is assisted by Actin 
Assistant Surgeons Allen, of Fort Rice, ay 
Bergen, of Ilona. Col. Fred. Grant, Aid-de- 
Camp on Gen. Sberidan's staff, accompauies 
Gen. Custer as an acting aid. 

Several eminent scientists accompany the ex- 
pedition.

terjreter. Charles Reynolds, a widely-known 
scout and hunter, also goes as a guide. 

Those who ought co know affirm that this is 
the best equi ped expedition that was ever fitted 
out for service on the plains. It is provisioned 
for sixty days, and is armed with the new Spring- 
tield arm just adopted for che army. Gen. Terry, 
who waé President of the Commission which 
adopted the arm, dec’ares it the most perfect 
breech-loading gun yet manufacturecd. It was 
submitted to all tae kuown tests, and was adopt- 
ed after a year’s investigation. Ge. Terry says 
that on one occasion five shots, made at 50 
yards, could have been covered by a man’s band. 
Tne calibre is reduced from fifty to forty-five, 
the bail more elongated, the charge of powder 
heavier, giving longer range aud greater ac- 
curacy. Ihe ammunition used by this gun is 
also used for the new Colt’s breech-loading re- 
volver with which the cavairy is aleo armed. 

The Gatlng guns will fire 250 shots a minute, 
and are goed for 900 yards. The ball used by the 
Gatling gun is a trifle larger than the old minie 
rifle ball; the metallic cartridge is used. The 
cartridges are placed in a hopper, and as the 
rank is turned a rod is plunged into the end of 
the cartridge, causing the explosion. The guns 
are ten-barreled, consequently at each revolution 
tev shots are fired. Should Chance open on the 
red devils with one of these guns they would 
think the infernal regions had broken loose on 
them.
